FOREIGN GRAIN TRADE. 
WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Lonponx, Aug. 5.—The Mark Lane Express in 
its weekly review of the grain trade says: A 
few days of fine weather have slightly browned 
the more forward wheat-plant, and its growth 
the past ten days has been considerable. Ou 
bigb-lying and well-drained land, and on chalky 
and gravelly soil, the progress made by crops is 
remarkable. it is feared the crops were much 
damaged by the storm of Saturday night. On 
heavier lands northwest of the line from Lyme 
Regis to Great Grimsby expectations are little 
improved. Wheat is thin and poor, and bope- 
lessly weakened by rain. Ears noticeably small. 
Barley is immature in some parts of Lincoln- 
shire, and will not pay the cost of harvesting. In 
the southern, western, and midland counties the 
barley crop 

IS VERY DISAPPOINTING. 

In the north of England the growth is bealthier, 
but the eurs are thin. Oats in many districts 
are short in the stem, and very irregular, but 
are expected to reach more pearly to the aver- 
age yield than other cereals. In Scotland nei- 
ther wheat nor bariey will give a full yield, but 
oats, with fine weather during August, would be 
an average crop. In Ireland wheat has devel- 
oped small ears, but in Leceister, Munster, and 
Connaught the crop promises to be fair. 

Revorts from Ulster are less favorable. Finer 
weather will considerably influence the markets. 

Millers have been reserved in their purchases. 
The price of English wheat has ceased to ad- 
vance, and bas now and then slightly declined. 
Farmers, however, hold so little corn they have 
also been reserved. In many districts, on Thurs- 
day last, the weather was showery, and buyers 
and sellers were in suspense. 

THE PRICE OF FOREIGN WHEAT 

bas been difficult to maintain, owing to the 
beavy shipments from the United States. The 
quantity of California, Chilian, Russia, and 
Australian wheat on the passage to the United 
Kingdom is very considerable, and, with the ad- 
dition of 500,000 quarters American red, makes 
a total of over 1,500,000 quarters, against 600,- 
000 quarters for the same period last year. 

From the best prices of a week ago some mar- 
kets bave witnessed concessions of 2 shillings 
per quarter on white and 1 shilling on red, and 
at most of the port exchanges the previous full 
rates were not realized. None of the markets 
have advanced. 

Flour was Janguid. There were no material 
deliveries of English barley at country markets, 
while the importation was moderate and the 
inquiry slack, but the general scarvity enabled 
holders to realize six pence to a shilling per 
quarter advance on the previous rates. 

There was a fair inquiry for oats, and prices 
would have further improved if Swedish and 
Russian arrivals, had not been heavy. 

MAIZE ADVANCED SIX PENCE 
at most of the markets, and at some of them 
the advance was a shilling. The general scarcity 
of English wheat at the country markets the 
past week alone prevented a deelimę. 

The weather in France recently has been fine, 
and it appears tolerably certain the southern 
provinces will have a fair crop. The East will 
probably show better results than last year. In 
the central provinces the wheat harvest bas 
commenced. The North and West share pros- 
pects of the English harvest, and the yield will 
be seriously under the average. Oats in some 
parts of France will be over the average. Barley 
promises wel! in some of the central provinces, 
but the geveral crop will be ioferior. 

THE CROPS. . 

Lo xbox, Aug. 5.— The Times publishes a re- 
view of 4gricuitural prospects. The hay and 
other fodder-crops. throughout England and 
Wales are many millions of pounds short of the 
average value.

Lonpox, Aug. 5.—A Frenchman named 
Griere has been arrested, charged with tbreateu- 
ing to assassinate Francischini Pietri, the Secre- 
tary of the late Prince Imperial, if not paid the 
money due to him for promoting the success of 
the last plebiscite. 

A NOTABLE FACT. a 

Paris, Aug. 5.— La France states that one 
part of the fetes at Nancy on Sunday, the 3d 
inst., on the occasion ot the unveiling of the 
statue of Thiers, was a promenade by the 
gymnastic societies, the members of which came 
from Metz and Strassburg, and included persons 
studying fur the German army. La Jrane 
hopes no harm will come of such demonstration. 

THE ENGLISH CHANNEL BRIDGING PROJECT. 

Paris, Aug. 5.—Venard de Saint Anne, the 
originator of the project for bridging the En- 
glish Channel, promises to begin operations 
without delay. He estimates that it will require 
seven months for the experiment, and that a 
million ot francs will suffice to pay the prelim- 


mary expenses. To raise the funds he has laid 


a project before the French and Belgian Cham- 
bers of Commerce. Eighty-four of these have 
expressed themselves in favor of the project. 
He will visit Eugland shortiy to lay the matter 
before the Exigiish GoVernment. To span the 
deep water he has recourse te the tubular 
system. 
DOES NOT APPROVE OF THE CHANGE. 

Paris, Aug. 5.—The Soir asserts that Prest- 
dent Grevy has refused to ratify the change of 
names of the Boulevard Haussmann and Rues 
Bonaparte and Cambaceres.

Lonpvon, Aug. 5.—it is said the Directors of 
the Great Western Railway of Canada have 
agreed to refer to arbitration the conditions of 
the almagamation with the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way. A fusion of capital is not contemplated. 


MEXICO. 
REVOLUTIONARY AND POLITICAL. 

Crrr or Mexico, July 30, via Havana.— 
Bleugin, Chief of the Pronunciados in Yucatan, 
has been captured and his followers dispersed. 
Carrion y Rubiq Chief of the Pronunciados in 
the State of Mexico, bas been brought a prison- 
er to the Capital. Every Pronunciado has been 
speedily suppressed. President Diaz has civen 
waruing to intending revolutionists that if they 
revolt they must expect the halter. 

The Supreme Council of Masons bas invited 
President Diaz to state whether he had directly 
or indirectly ordered the executions in Vera 
Cruz. 

The Minister of War, Gonzales, has been 
elected Governor of the State of Michoacan. 

The new taxes on textile fabrics of Mexican 
manufacture are being collected without diffi- 
culty. It is calculated they will produce $500,000. 
President Diaz is disposed to permit this reve- 
nue to remain on deposit to pay the debt to the 
United States. 


SPAIN, 

DEAD. 

MapDrip, Aug. 5.—The Infanta Marie Del Rilar 
is dangerously ill of catalepsis and nervous 
fever. King Alfonso and the Princess of As- 
turias left for Escoriaha, where the Infanta is 
residing. 

Later—The Infanta Del Rilar, the second 
sister of the King of Spaiv, is dead. The King 
and the Priccess of Asturias did not reach the 
Infanta antil after her death. 

FOR THE PUBLIC GOOD. 

Loxpox, Aug. 5.—The Spanish Bishops, at 
the request of the Government, relinquish a 
quarter of their stipends to relieve the public 
finances. 


INTOLERANCE. 
Maprip, Aug. 5.—A Protestant meeting at 
Garrguella, near Figueras, was invaded by gen- 
darmes, the pastors arrested, the women driven 
out, and the names of the men present written 
on the police-books. 


HAL II. 
UNSETTLED. 

New York, Aug. 5.—An arrival from Port 
au Prince, Hayti, says President Canal had 
gone to St. Thomas, and Bazelais, leader of the 
Rebels, after three or four days’ hard fighting, 
sought refuge in the British Consulate. He has 
since been transferred to her Majesty's gun- 
boat Boxer. Should he attempt to re- 
turn, it will most certainly involve 
severe fighting and great destruction of prop- 
erty. Business was entirely suspended. The 
streets were thronged with soldiers, aad another 
outbreak was momentarily expected. On the 
nicht of July 26, a boat filled with armed men 
went out to the Boxer and called for Bazelais. 
The commander answered by piping all his 
crew in boats, and ordering them to give chase. 
The tlaytiens escaped in the darkness. 


TURKEY. 
A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 5.—An agitator from 
Novi Bazar whom the Porte promised to banish 
to Asia has been lodged in the palace and laud- 
ed in the official newspapers as a patriot. 

BOUNDARY QUESTIONS. 

Beveraps, Aug. 5.—The Porte repudiates 
the concessions of its Commissioner relative to 
the Servian frontier, and superseded him. It 
is stated from Constantinople that difficulty bas 
arisen about the Montenegrin frontier, the En- 
glisb, Austrian, aud Turkish Commissiovers 
having agreed upon the boundary, to which the 
Russian and Montenegrin Commissioners have 


refused to give their assent.

Mempnis, Teno., Aug. 5.—Reports today 
from both physicians and undertakers are dis- 
couraging, but particularly severe on the col- 
ored element.

They urge as 
an excuse that they bave all had yellow-fever ia 
one or the other of the recent epidemics; that 
they are in humble circumstances and feel 
obliged to remain at their houses to take care of 
what little earthly goods they have, and 
promise to render what they may be called 
upon to do towards protecting vacated property 
or preserving the peace. 
DR. PORTER 

informed the petitioners that he was powerless 
to comply with their request. The contribu- 
tions placed in his hands were for the special 
purpose of relieving the sick in the city and 
subsisting the poor people in the camps. He 
could not assumé the responsibility of making 
other disposition of the relief fund under any 
circumstances. Dr. Porter informed them that 
he had plenty for present uses as instructed, 
and hoped that the citizens of the Tenth Ward 
would not compel an appeal to the world for 
charity when there was really no necessity for 
it. The petition, however, was entertained to 
the extent of reference to the Committee on 
Chariiy, upon which report will be made at the 
next meeting. 

THE HOWARD ASSOCIATION’S BOOKS 
to-night show that they have in charge eighty 
sick persons, of whom sixty-two are white per- 
sous. They have placed eighty-one nurses on 
duty. Since their late reportof the 2d inst. 
they have discharged nineteen convalescents, 
afid nine of their patients have died.

life are lower in the United States than in Eu- 
rope; that more misery results from sirikes, 
drinking, Socialism, and Commuuism in Epgland 
and Germany than from all other ca com- 
bined, hard times inciuded. 

The State Department adds to the above 
synopsis of the reports which it bas prepared 
for publication the following remarks: 

“The reading of these reports will remind 
many of our naturalized workingmen who are so 
fieree in denouncing the condition of affairs in 
the United States of the bopeless condition of 
that labor from which they escaped by immi- 
grating to this Republic, and open their eyes 
anew to the superior position of the working- 
men of this country. It wiil show our native 
workingmen the difference between labor dis- 
franchised, impoverished, degraded, and hope- 
less, in Europe, and labor, free, independent, 
honorable, and an equal sharer in political 
power, in America.“ 

EXCESS OF PASSENGERS. 

In the case of the four boats of the Memphis 
& St. Louis Packet Company which were libeled 
jor carrying an excess of passengers, Judge 
Raynor, of the Treasury Department, bas de- 
cided that the Secretary of the Treasury has the 
power to remit the fives and penalties. The 
passengers were priocipally negroes, and the 
Company holds thatit was an act of humanity 
in it to accommodate all it could, as the banks 
were lined with helpless refugees. The attor- 
neys for the libelants having asked for a review 
of the case. and that they be beard, Judge Rav- 
nor hes written the Secretary of the Treasury. 
He would not object to the attorvess filing writ- 
tea briefs with him for consultation.

WHO KILLED THE NEGRO? 
Bpeciai Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Aug. 5.—It was only a negro 
of the most depraved and brutal enaracter who 
was shot. down on Pine street last nicht, but 
there is an element 4f mystery in the tragedy 
which has enlisted the interest of all St. 
Louls. Immediately after the occurrence the 


shot bim, but it soon deveioped that that was 
very far from certaia, aud to-night, after a long 
sitting of a Coroner’s jury, the only thing 
made reasonably certain is that Hogan did 
not doit. The negro was in Hogan’s custody, 
and, by striking tis captor a sudden blow in the 
abdomen, which for a time parslyzed him, man- 
aged to escade and get a long lead. Hogan fol- 
lowed, and tired one shot upward. At the next 
corner, in advance, stood Officers Burke and 
Fenion and Private-Watchman Smoke. Burke 
ran across the street, aud Fenlon 
followed, their purpose being to head 
off the fugitive. Hogan called to them not to 
shoot him. Burke struck at him with his ciubd, 
but barely grazed bim, and the club flew out of 
bis hand and went clattering along ‘he sidewalk. 
The negro turned the corver out of view of 
liowan, but still in vieW of tbe other two offi- 
cers and the watchman. Just after Burke’s 
club struck the sidewalk another pistol- 
shot rang ont, and the negro got 
bis death- wound. A great many peoole were 
present at the time, but no ove seems to know 
who fired the shot. Burke, Fenton, and Hogan 
went and delivered up their pistols. One 
chamber was empty in Hogan’s, having been 
emptied by the upward shot. Burke's had no 
ebamber emptied, aud had not been discharged 
recently. Fenton’s had three chambers empty, 
but he said he emptied them at a barn-door 
three months ago. His superior oflicer bas 
nothing to say as to whether there was any in- 
dication of a late discharge. There can be no 
doubt that the police Know who killed the man, 
und that they are shielding somebody. Fora 
matter of course the shooting is unjustifiable 
in law. It wasn’t Hogan, because Hogan, aec- 
cording to all accounts, bad not yet turned the 
corner, because, even if he had, the 
other two officers would have been 
between him and the fugitive, and 
because only one chamber of his revolver was 
empty. It probably was not Burke, because the 
shot followed too quickly after his attempt to 
use the club, and because bis revolver was full 
of cartridges when be showed it at the statidn 
soon afterwards, while during the interven- 
ing time he was under the surveillance of 
curious citizens. It seems hardly probable 
that it could be Fenton, because a car- 
driver who was within twenty feet of the shoot- 
ers savs that the latter was aman much smaller 
than Fenton, and wore citizens’ clothes. It 
may have been the private watchman, Smoke, 
who is a small man and carries a pistol which 
discharges the same sized ball as was found 
in the corpse, and as is carried by the police 
vistol. He did not show up his weapon last 
nicht, and to-day it was ali fresh and clean 
but if it were, the officers knew it, and 
would very probably tell it to extricate 
themselves from an unpleasant. situation. 
This is the unsettled state of the 
case to-night, and the wonder grows how it 
could be that two or three officers and fully a 
score of citizens could be present at a shooting 


The inquest will progress to-morrow. 


THUGS.

_ New York, Aug, 6.—A scheme to flood Brazil 
with coupterieit twenty-milreis treasury notes 
bas becn frustrated bv the arrest to-day of five 
persons.

The 
counterfeiters were tracked by detectives of the 
American Bank-Note Company, who print the 
notes for the Brazilian Goverumeut, and were 
informed that an attempt at coupterfeiting 
would be made. On the persons of the arrested 
were found plates and notes, and in Moriarity’s 
office were found plates and paper for printing 
$50,000 worth of notes. The principals were to 
sail to Brazil to-day to place the notes on the 
market. They are held for examination. 
COUNTERFEITERS ARRESTED. 

New York, Aug. 5.—Francisco Rodriguez 
Sanabria, a Cuban, and Yoas Beuecio Bevelagua, 
a Brazilian merchant, have been arrested here 
charged with manufacturing Brazilian notes.

THE PONCAS. 


A Public Meeting Heid in Boston to Aid the 
Cause a Decent Policy Toward Those Un- 
fortanate Indiatm. 

Svccial Dispatch to The Tribune 

Boston, Aug. 5.—A well-attended public 
meeting to-day was enthusiastic in favor of the 
Ponca Indians, and approved giving all the In- 
dians a standing in the United States Courts. 
Mayor Prince presided, and spUke in sharp con- 
demnation of the Indian policy. Speeches were 
made by T. H. Tibbies, of Omaha, Wendell 
Phillips, and others. Bishop Huntington, of 
New York, was on the platform. Resvlutions 
written by the Kev. E. E. Hale were adopted 
unauimouslv, as follows: 

Resolved, That our fellow-citizens of the Indian 
tribes have some rights which a white man is bound 
to respect. 

eso ved, That their rights should be finally de- 
termined by a decision of the Supreme Court. 

Resolved, That to obtain such a decision of the 
Supreme Court we believe it desirable to press the 
appeal of the Ponca Indians, that it may be re- 
ceived by the full Bench at Washington. 

Resoired, That a committee of ten persons be 
appointed to take in band at once the collection of 
$4, O00 for this purpose, 

A collection taken in the meeting rielded 
$140, one giit being $100. All the speakers 
were severe in condempation of the Indiaa 
Ring, which is the cause of all the Indian Wars, 
but no censure Was visited upon the Adminis- 
pration. Mr. Tibbies said that if the Angel 
Gabriel were President, and chose bis Cabinet 
from the Courts of Heaven, he could not pre- 
vent outrages with an Indian policy like the 
present. Mayor Prince characterized the Indian 
policy as a ſailure. The indian has been pro- 
tected on paper, but abused continually. 
The hideous ‘cruelties of the Indian — 
have disgraced the Government and dishonore 
the American name. A parallel can only be 
found in barbarous wars among barbarous ne- 
tions. ‘The excuses of the Ring are so thin and 
absurd as to ipsult common sense and commen 
honesty.

He pro- 
posed to live up to his contract. 

The pier was in the LaSalle street entrance. 
The biue stone was cracked. A penknife could 
de put into the crack. The stone was orna- 
mental more than weight-bearing. Two win- 
dow impost-jams had been removed by Kirk- 
land's directions. The stones were replaced by 
others. Kirkland said that was all that need 
be done. The conversation took place two days 
after his appointment. 

Only one piece of condemned stone went into 
the building to his knowledge. If more went in 
de would have known of it. 

He thought Kirkiand’s objections were cap- 
tious. He removed a pier at Glea ve- 
land’s suggestion. It was cracked, and 
the defect was glaring. He thought it 
necessary to take it down. As to the necessity 
for taking the other down, that was a matter of 
opinion. He had agreed to take it down. 

O. L. WHEELOCK, 
one of the experts, was called and testified as to 
his visits to the building ana examination of it. 
In his opinion, the stones menwoned in the re- 
port were defective as to beauty and strength. 
Five should be removed. If the building was 
his own he would not remove the cracked 
pilaster foot-stone in the Washington-street 
entrance. He considered long anchors necessary 
to the stability of the City-Hall, the way it 
bad been constructed. He didn’t think it 
had been constructed properly. The walls 
should have been all brick or all stone,—each 
equal to support the building. The piers from 
which the bond-stones were omitted should 
be torn down. Whether the building was safe 
without the bond-stones was a bard question to 
answer. He didn’t think their absence would 
destroy the building. Several of the piers could 
fali out without bringing about that result. He 
thought the piers should be replaced. That 
wonld make that t of the structure a good 
deal better. The plans called for the bond-stones. 
Where the szecifications omitted anything 
shown on the vians the contractor was to do the 
work. If omitted in both, he was excused. He 
(Wheelock) would have included the bond- 
stones and anchors in his figures if he bad been 
a bidder. -“‘Anchors for stone work settied 
the matter as to who was to put the long 
anchors in. It was the stone man, for the 
stone was about one-third the thickness of the 
wall. If the stone wall was the thickest, the 
mason would have to put in the anchors. He 
found very few stones of the required width. 
Some were wider at one end than called for 
and oarrower at the other. If stones thirteen 
inches wide were putinwhen ones of eighteen 
inches Were required. the effect would pve detri- 
mental. In their investigations, the Committee

If the stone was deficient, more brick would be 
required. That 150,000 more brick would be 
required as extra was arrived at from McNeil’s 
figures, admitted tobetrue by Jordan.

ER SUPPLY AND THE WAST- 
AGE—FOOLISH MESSAG 

Mayor Harrison has taken upon himself 
to recommend ina special message to the 
Common Council the purchase of two new 
and additional engines for the West Side 
Water-Works, and the construction of a wing 
to the present building to accommodate 
them, the whole costing most of half a 
million dollars. This recommendation is 
based upon the present average consumption 
of water, which requires nearly the full ca- 
pacity of all the engines during the day, and 
the consequent danger that may arise from 
an accident to some part of the machinery. 
But it strangely omits to consider the possi- 
ble and desirable reduction in the amount of 
water consumed, the limited capacity of the 
mains and pipes through which the water is 
transmitted, and the embarrassments in pro- 
viding the large sum of money for the pro- 
posed new works. 
It is all very well for Mayor Harrtson to 
sit in his easy-chair and placidly recommend 
an expenditure of half a million dollars, 
which will involve an additional expenditure 
of a million for larger and more pipes, but 
this comfortable disposition of public treas- 
ure is by no means so agreeable to the ma- 
jority of tazpayers, who feel that, under the 
present system, they are already paying 
more than a double rate for the water they 
consume in order to keep up a reckless and 
inexcusable wastage. 
The proper solution of the water problem 
is a reduction in wastage, which can be ob- 
tained by the general adoption of the metre 
system. ‘The average consumption of water 
per inhabitant can be reduced one-half in 
this city, and then the supply will be larger 
than it is in the far larger cities of Philadel- 


assessment of the 
cost, which is as much to the person who 
consumes a quarter of a hogshead as 
toone who consumes five hogsheads, If 
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including wastage, is 150 gallons a day, then 
a family of five persons consumes 273,750 
gallons per year,—enough to make a pretty 
large lake. In the majority of cases the 
family of five persons pays $5 a year for this 
amonnt of water, whereas, at the metre rates 
of 10 cents per 1,000 gallons, it has consumed 
$27.37 worth of water. The injustice of the 
present system is further illustrated by the 
opportunity of one family of five persons to 
consume and waste as ‘much as five families 
of the same size which pay five times as 
much. Not only does the city fail to collect 
its due, but the economical family is com- 
pelled to pay for the criminal outpour- 
ing of its neighbors. If the water were 
served and paid for according to the 
amount actually used, the consumption 
would be confined to the amount actually 
needed. Instead of supplying twenty billion 
gallons @ year, and 54 millions a day, one- 
half that amount would amply suffice, and 
there would then be no occasion for costly 
new engines, and the new buildings, tunnels, 
mains, and pipes which additional engines 


will entail.

Ia all this unfortunate career no taint of 
dishonesty or dishonor attaches to Mr. Mur- 
Ray, though misfortune seems to have 
marked him for her own. Almost everything 
he touched left him its peculiar legacy of 
trouble, and at last these troubles presented 
such an appalling aggregate that he ran away 
from them. While ncarly every one of his 
ventures was at variance with his calling asa 
minister, none of them were of such a nature 
as to cast discredit upon that calling or upon 
his sincerity in its professions. There is 
nothing sinful in editing a newspaper or in 
the writing of books, ‘There is no transgres- 
sion in loving a horse, especially if he is a 
fast one. There is no moral offense in breed- 
ing horses, catching trout, or shooting deer. 
There is not a shadow of wrong in the 
introduction of a new style of wagon.

There are only about 1,800 water-metres in 
use in this city, and the people who pay 
metre-rates suffer a penalty for their honesty. 
The City Engineer, in his last report, though 
recommending additional engines as neces- 
sary to keep up with the increase of water 
consumption, which is now five times as 
large as it was ten years ago, and more than 
double as much per inhabitant, expressed 
the opinion that nothing but the metre sys- 
tem can regulate and reduce the wastage 
of water. This system must be adopted 
sooner or later, because it is impossible 
for the city to go on increasing the facilities 
as rapidly as the wastage increases, and it 
will be wiser to adopt metres now than to in- 
vest millions of dollars more in machinery 
and tunnels, and then be forced to adopt 
them. The principal objection is the first 
cost of metres, but it will be cheaper for 
property-owners to bear this cost than to 
sustain the extra taxation for buying en- 
gines, erecting buildings, constructing tun- 
nels, laying pipes, and furnishing increased 
facilities for keeping up a growing wasteful- 
ness. Every consideration of economy and 
justice demands the metre system, under 
which there will be no need for new ex- 
penditures on water-works for years to 
come, rather than an extravagant outlay to 
encourage the criminal waste of water. 
Mayor Harrison should revise his recom- 
mendation in this matter if he thinks he can 
influence the Council one way or the other.

Here he 
joined one Col. TaxLon in certain mining 
and stock-jobbiug operations, which, a couple 
of years later, had consumed all his own 
means and swallowed up the savings of a 
good many of his friends who followed him 
in his wild, inflated enterprises. In a region 
of Ohio known as Sunday Oresk Valley, 
Tarzor had discovered (or thought he had) 
rich iron and coal deposits, and conceived 
the notion of getting options on the land, 
organizing companies for the purchase 
thereof at an immense advance, 
leaving to others the actual Work of develop-

WHY FRANCE DID NOT RECOGNIZE THE 

CONFEDERACY. 

We print a recent letter of Gen, Bravnr- 
Garp upon the subject of an alleged desire 
of Napouzon III. to recognize the Southern 
Confederacy. The letter explains that, how- 
ever strongly the French Emperor may have 
been disposed to aid the Oonfederacy by 
recognizing its independence, the Emperor 
was restrained by the popular feeling in 
France against Slavery, and hence it was that 
he coupled his offers of recognition with the 
requirement that Slavery should be abolished. 

The disposition on the part of Napotzon 
III. to recognize the Confederate States as a 
Nationality has been known for several years. 
It has been disclosed that he made overtures 
to Great Britain that the recognition bea 
joint one, to be shared by other States, of 
which Austria was probably one. Great 
Britain refused to co-operate with France, 
but the exact reason has never yet been made 
public, It is certain that Russia not only 
refused to be a party to any such proceeding, 
but announced her purpose to be an ally of 
the American Union in case of any Euro- 
pean interference. The French Em- 
peror at that time had the idea in 
his head of establishing an Empire 
in Mexico, and the dismemberment of the 


States into an independent Confederacy, 
lying between the United States and Mexico, 
would greatly promote his scheme. 

It appears from Bzaurecarp’s letter that 
the condition of abolishing Slavery was one 
which could not be entertained fora moment 
by the Slaveholding Rebels. It was to pre- 
serve and protect Slavery that the Rebellion 
was undertaken. Without Slavery there 
could be no Confederacy ; there was no mo- 
tive or interest to induce a separation from 
the Northern States except that furnished 
by Slavery. To abolish Slavery would de- 
stroy the only thing that held the Confeder- 
acy together, and, if that were made a condi- 
tion of independence, then the seceded 
States would prefer going back into the old 
Union. Bravrecarp says that this desire 
on the part of the French Government to 
have the slaves liberated was communicated 
to him by a French naval officer at Charles- 
ton in 1862-63, and after the War was con- 
firmed by a personal statement made to him 
by Napouwon III. in 1866. The institution 
of Slavery was therefore an inducement to 
rebellion, and also an obstacle to foreign 
recognition. f 
The Coufederate Constitution was founded 
on the avowed principle that the white race 
and the black race were totally distinct in their 
natural rights, the black race being designed 
by Nature for slavery. It was claimed for 
that Constitution that it was the first Gov. 
ernment which had recognized this great pro- 
slavery law of Nature, and it was déstined, 


likely to endure for all time! In his speech 
at Savannah, in March, 1861, a month after 
he had been elected Vice-President of the 
Confederacy, Mr. Atexanpes H. Srepmens 
said: 

Our new Government is founded upon exactly 
the opposite idea; its foundations are laid, its 
corner-stone rests, upon the great truth that the 
negro is not equal tothe white man. That slavery— 
subordination to the superior race—is his natural 
and normal condition. . It ws the first Gov- 
ernment ever instituted upon principles of strict 
conformity to Nature and the ordination of Provi- 
dence in furaoishing the materials of human society. 
Many Governments have been founded upon the 
principle of certain classes; but the classes thus 
enslaved were of the same race an@in violation of 
the laws of Nature. Our system commits no such 
violation of Nature's laws. The negro, by Nature, 
or by the curse against Canaan, is fitted for that 
condition which he occupies in oar system. 
Slavery being, therefore, the ‘* corner- 
stone on which the Confederacy was built, 
it is not strange that Gen. Beaurecard did 
not think it worth while for him to com- 
municate the emancipation representations 
made to him by the French officer to the

from Hard Luck as Well 
as Disability. 


A Well-Played Game and a Vic- 
tory for Buffalo by a 
Scratch. 


Providence Just Manages to Wiggle 
Out of a Small Hole at Troy. 


Brisk Trotting at Buffalo--The 
2:21 Race Much Mixed. 


CHICAGO VS. BUFFALO. 

Flushed with their success in six games over 
the strong teams of the Providence and Cincin- 
nati Clubs, the Buffalos came upon the field 
yesterday in good trim to meet the home club 
in a disabled condition,—short the services of 
the two most valuable men in the nine, Flint 
and Anson. Notwithstanding this fact, it took 
the strangers ten innings ere they triumphed, 
and it was a rare piece of good lack on their 
part that they were not defeated, so sharp 
and effective was the pitching and catching.

ing that the annals of the stage in anv country 
bear witness to.

No man who ever 
saw Charles Fechter with drawo sword stand 
beside the chair of Von Saluse in Ray Blas.“ 
as he exclaimed, I was your lackey; I am now 
your executioner,’’ but must have felt what a 
grand school that old school of the Porte St. 
Martin was, aud he. must also have felt the 
vast utility which its picturesque teaching must 
have deen to the knot of celebrated painters 
who have made French art in our day what the 
art of the Greek used to he in the days goue bv. 

But the romantic "melodrama was even len 
on the wane, Dumas the younger, following in 
the footsteps of Legouve and Scribe, was knock- 
ing at the door of the private secretary of 
Napoleon the Third for permission to produce 
‘‘Camille,” the play the censors had refused to 
pass. It was ju this play that Fechter burst 
forth into fame, and it was by this play that 
Dumas the younger placed his foot in the 
first step of the ladder of dramatic 
greatness. Fechter was the original Armande 
Duva!, and to see him viay it all Paris, from the 
jaunty coccotte to the grande dame of the 
Quartier St. Germaine, crowded to the Variete. 

his triumph was one that put money in his 
purse fora time, but which really checked his 
career, for, aiter Lemaitre and Meliogue, he 
was the only man who could have kept upon the 
stage the grand historic dramas of Hugo and 
Damas the elder. 

Some time after his performance of Armande 
Duva', Fechter began the study of English 
with a view to appear uvon the English stage. 
which he did at the Princess’ Theatre, London, 
on Saturday, Oct. 27, 1860. Previous to this he 
had played in French drama at the St. James’ 
Theatre, and the reception he met with and the 
solicitation of the friends he made combined 
to fire bis ambition for an English 
reputation. He acquired a good reading 
‘and writing knowledge of the language, but 
was never able to master its pronunciation. The 
fruit of his English studies soon appeared ina 
couple of essays on Hamiet and Othello. These 
essays were widely read and commented on in 
England. The reception he met with led Mr. 
Fechter, aided by Charles Dickens and some 
other wealthy gentlemen, to undertake the 
management of the Lyceum Theatre, which he 
opened on Jan. 10, 1863, he plaving 
the role of Lagardere in “The Duke’s 
Motto,” a drama adapted from “Le 
Bo-su of Paul Feval by John Brougham. The 
London Daly Telegraph, speaking of the per- 
formance upon that evening, said; 

It will probably be admitted on all hands that no 
actor in our time has given rise to appreciations 
more diverse than Mr. Fechter; be fell in the midst 
of artistic circles like a shell, scattering opinions 
right and left. Whilst to some people be was a 
man of genius, an actor of passion and imagina- 
tion waose realism“ was an Aladdin’s lamp that 
carried a new and delightful light into the treasure- 
caves of Shakspeare, to others be was merely en- 
dowed with a certain grace of ingenuity. and in 
his reaiisin had simply a touch that showed us the 
outside of the cavern. To some he was the nigh- 
priest who conducted the true worsnip of the poet; 
to others, the audacious Pagan who robbed the 
shrine of all its sanctity. There can be little 
doubt that in both opinions there was a good deal 
of excess, though it would bea rather laborious 
matter to accomplisu their adjustment. One fact, 
however, can be seized as a Common. ground iu this 
contention. If it is only bya certain, though it 
must de allowed a very numerons retined class, that 
Mr. Fechter is accevte.l ax an interoreter of Shak- 
speare, by all he is held pre-ew:nent iu the drama 
of romantic aud real life, and justiy regarded as 
a most accomplished exponent of its various 
phases, If many deny nim tragic passion, all 
ailew him poetic sympathy, aud feel how happily 
he moves along the broad path of human emotion, 
even though they deny him the power to scale its 
hignts or piange toto its ravines. Here all the 
qualities that most distingaish him are allowed to 
tina their fullest scope; his grace, his ease, his 
picturesqoeness, his life, his force, bie elasticity, 
his vivid sense of character, his perfect mastery 
of detail, —alj the elements, in fact, that compose 
his wonderful reality, and Poe if they are felt 

ld, are 4 to ex- 
pand the actaal into so much significance and 
beauty. . . . The drama of che night was pre- 
sented under the title of Tue Duke's Motto,.

The Christian Work Assembly—Extracts 
from a Sermon by the Rev. F. T. Lee, of 
Sparta, Wis.—Prog ramme and Change in 
Meetings, 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Lake Geneva, Wis., Aug. 5.—The exercises 
of the Christian Work Assembly yesterday in- 
cluded aa interesting sermon by the Rey. F. T. 
Lee, of Sparta, Wis. The text was selected 
from Psalms, 42-11: “Why art thou cast 
down, O my soul, and why art thou diequieted | 
within me? Hope thou in God, for I shall yet 
praise Him, who is the health of my countenance 
and my God.“ 

Mr. Lee said: “There are many Christian peo- 
ple whose sense of God and divine things is far 
from satisfactory to thew, and it is well to dis- 
cover, if possible, the cause of, their spiritual 
unrest, with a view of remedying it. There are 
causes which are purely pbysical in their origin. 
There is vastly more of deoression and gloom in 
human experience, which have their source in 
causes of this character, than we are wont to rec- 
ognize, and much of the religious despondency 
which is charged unon an adverse Providence, 
or a frowning Savior, or even to per- 
800 fulness, has its root rather in un- 
ot es, an irritated brain, or a bad diges- 
tion. There isa most intimate sympathy de- 
tween mind and body, and the spirit takes its 
coloring readily from the condition of either. 
We see frequent illustrations of this reciprocal 
influence. Some depressing intelligence comes, 
and immediately its influence is felt upon the 
health of delicate natures, and even the strong 
man sometimes gives way under the shock. 
Often some secret anxiety preying constantly 
upon the spirit causes the bloom of bealth to 
fade from the cheek: and the sole reason of this 
gradual droopiug is to be found in the depressed 
mental state. Instances have been known of 
persons in robust health being made actually ill 
by the repeated remarks of associates, on mis- 
chief bent, as to their appearance of failing 
health, when the only reason that could be 
traced was a susceptible imagination and its 
direct influence upon the physical state. Phy- 
sicians recognize the close relation between 
the mental and bodily condition, or should, and 
make their inquiries and prescribe accordingly. 
So, also, the mind, in turn, is affected by the 
physical state. Sometimes it is a conscious in- 
fluence, so that one is aware of the occasion ot 
bis mental depression, and sometimes it is so 
subtle as not to be easily perceptible. Some 
classes of disease produce this result directiy. 
Phvsica! weariness frequently clouds, tempor- 
arily, the mind and spirit. The violations 
of some laws of bealth bring simi- 
lar consequences. If a rson bas 
been sioning against the laws of bis physical 
being, it must be stopped. He must cease to 
overtax his perves, give up his late hours, ir- 
regular diet, his dissipations, and whatever else 
stands in the way of physical vigor. and when 
his body regains its tone his mind will come out 
from under the cloud, and his spiritual life will 
most likely regain its wonted buoyancy. Vic- 
tory over oneself and the most de spair- 
ing feeling is possible. There are 
vast undeveloped resources in 
the grace of God which are available for every 
special time of need. Too many of us are liv- 
ing in spiritual poverty. 

wrong life is another prime cause of an un- 
satisfactory religious experience. It is strange 
that anvbody should overlook the fart that re- 
ligion has anvthing to do with how one lives, 
and that a life in barmony vith conscience 
is a vital necessity to inward peace. It 
is no more to be expected that the 
soul will live iu the enjoyment of spiritual 
health and blessing when conscience is tgnored 
than that the body should continue in vigor 
when its laws are discarded. A right life is the 
insatiable outcome of a true faith.

HE COULD NOT FIND TOM SMITH. 


The latter's cell was No. 86, on the third floor 
of the cell-bouse, and was the last cell on that 
row, occupying the northeast corver. Search 
was instituted, and it was iound that Smith was 
missing. His cell was locked. and the loaf of 
bread which had been put iu for his breakfast 
still stuck between the bars, where it was placed 
by the hall-man who distributes the bread 

floor. Nobody knew anything 

missing mav. The hall-men, 

who are prisoners enjoying the freedom of the 

building, thought that he was in his cell at 

breakfast-time, but could not be sure. Nothing 

remained but to hide the matter from the press 

aud to neglect to notify the police, and both 
these matters were carefully attended to. 

The only way in which to explain the probable 
manner in which Tom Smith struck for freciom 
is to explain the s\stem, or want thereof, under 
which things are run in the jail. The turnkeys 
and deputies are few in number, 

' THE SERVICES OF PRISONERS 

are calied into use. A certain number of in- 
mates are detailed as ‘“‘hali-men,” and among 
their duties are to carry around the meals to 
the prisoners in their cells and to sweep out the 
halis and corridors. Anywhere else but in the 
Cook County Jail this force is recruited from 
the short-term men, and those who have jail 
sentences, and who therefore have little induce- 
ment to attempt an escape or to connive at onc, 
Here the thing is different, and burglars, bigh- 
waymen, and other Penitentiary birds have the 
full liberties of the hall. In fact, Smith him- 
self, though a notorious thief and thug, acted 
as a hall-man until a few days ago. 

It is, as has been stated, a part of the duties 
of the hal!l-men to sweepout the jail. The 
paper, dirt, and o her refuse is placed in 

A LARGE WICKER BASKET 


mounted on wheels, which is, when full, con- 
veyed to the basement floor by means of an ele- 
vator. At the foot of the elevator-well is a 
grated iron door, always kept locked, which 
communicates with a room in which the garbage 
is dumped. This room abuts on the alley or 
narrow yard east of the jeii proper, to which ac- 
cess is had by a fire-proof iron door. For the 
purposes of ventilation this door has been 
allowed to stand open during the beaied.term ; 
and here comesin one of the most fa 8 
of the existing unsyetematic system“ K a 
prisoner can manage to reach this room unseen 
his path to freedom is clear, and this is what 
Tom Smith did. 

Yesterday morning a new cook named Elias 
Perry, a colored man, began work in the base- 
ment of the jail. About 9 o’clock Turnkey 
Thompson asked him tor the basement keys, 
with which he had been intrusted. He also in- 
vited the cook to go up and see the jail, and 
the two went up on the elevator. Then the hall- 
men 
WHEELED TWO BASKETS FILLED WITH REFUSE 
on to the elevator, and the four rode down to- 
gether. The supposition is that Smith was in 
one of the baskets, covered up with dirt and 
scraps of paper. On arriving at the bottom 
Thompson opened the grated door and the hai!l- 
men wheeled the baskets into the room and 
dumped the garbage behind the door on the 
northeast corner. It is Thompson’s duty to 
guard the outer door while this is being done 
in order to/ provide against the possible 
escape of the prisoner-servants, and from 
his position at the door he could not 
well discern. what was in the basket. If 
Smith was there all he had to do was to slip be- 
bind the door or jump into one of the empty 
coal-bins, which are large enough to hold four 
or five men, and wait there until the coast was 
clear. 

Thompson took his men and the empty bask- 
ets up-stairs agaio, and supposed all was right. 
The affair is sosbrouded in mystery that it is 
impossible to rigntiy apportion the blame, but 
unless further and alarming developments 
should be made there seems no reason to biame 
this officer. Smith, having been a hali-man him- 
self, knew exactly bow the work was done and 
what the chances were. 

WHEN THE ESCAPE WAS DISCOVERED 


all was confusion and dismay. The hall-men 
who emptied the basket—Mike Casey and Alex- 
ander Lacomb—were closely questioned, but de- 
nied all knowledge of the affair. Casey is in 
for burglary, and Lacomb is one of the Lund- 
quist gang, and has nine charges of burglary 
pending agaiost him. Both men are known as 
„ squealers,’”’ and got their job because it was 
thought that they would act as spies on their 
fellows. But in thé light of this affair it would 
scem that they are entitled to little considera- 
tion.

A QUEER CONDITION OF THINGS. 


It seems that the hall-men, all of whom are 
felons or sugpected felons, and several of whom 
have done time,“ are intrusted with the cell- 
keys for pours atatime. Yesterday was visit- 
ing-day, aud from 8 to 10 a. m. these fellows 
held the keys, and could set free (into the jaii) 
any convict whom they pleased. Tom Smith 
has a large following among the * night-work- 
ers“ and others, and probaoly had some bold 
on these fellows. The belief is that tne hall- 
men let him out of his cell, covered him up in 
—5 basket, aumped the whole affair in the cor- 
ner, and covered his retreat. In fact, if 
Smith escaped this way at all it could only be by 
the active co-operation of Casey and Lacomb. 
They had the keys, and, if they covered him in 
the basket, they no doubt freed him from his 
cell, 
There is, however, no proof that Smith spent 
the night in bis cell at all, and the explanation 
given above is simply that of the jail author- 
ites. For all that is known, the escape may 
have been made otherwise, and this by pothesis 
may be advanced with the idea of covering up 
the connivance of other people, not prisoners. 
Nobody saw Smith after 6 o’clock Monday 
night. The burglars who put his break- 
fast at his cell-door would lie as cheer- 
fully as they would steal, and are 
utterly unworthy of credence. The jailers 
searched the whole building as soon as they 
missed their man, but they seemed completely 
dazed and bewildered, and if Smith had come 
down a chimney or up through a trap-door while 
they were telling their. story it would have 
added little to their manifold perplexities. 

A New York detective might find in this latest 
ail escape a fine field for ** theories’’ and specu- 
ations. To the impartial observer it looks a 

good deal as if the jail was run rather 
loosely. One of the most important doors in the 
building stands open all day long, convicts are 
given charge of the keys of the celis, and are 
allowed the freedom of the building, and it is 
simply miraculous that escapes of this kind 
have not long since become common. When 
the public realize that under the existing sys- 
tem John Lamb, or any other of the numerous 
homicides now in confinement, might have 
escaped in the same manner, they will recognize 
the necessity for a thorough reorganization of

ROBBING THE DEAD, 
AND THAT TOO IN A CHURCH. 

Yesterday afternoon James Hare, the old Sex- 
ton of the Fourth Presbyterian Church, where 
Prof. Swing preached for so long, was in the 
church building, busied with some women put- 
ting down matting. He was suddenly struck 
with paralysis, and fell senseless to the floor. 
The women, as they saw him fall, rushed out of 
the church, very much frightened, for the pur- 
There were at 


work on the building at the time three men,— 
a stonecutter, a mason, and a bricklaver,— 
named Jonn McHugh, J. I. Bennett, 
and Roland Bennett. As the women 
rushed out to notify the police they saw these 
men working on the outside and told them 
what had happened. No sooner had the women 
disappeared than the three men rushed into the 
church, went up to the spot where the Sexton 
was lving, prompted, perhaps. in the first place 
by ee afterwards ingpired by the 
Devil, and n to search the body. The dis- 
covered on it a watch and a quantity of money, 
which they immediately appropriated. 

The Sexton, an old man of 50, lived in the 
basement of the church, and was in the habit of 
carrying about witb bim the little sum which he 
had accumulated as the savings of years. After 
having rifled the body, the stonecutter, brick- 
layer, and mason returned to their work. A 
little after 4 vo’clock Coroner Mann's deputy, 
Sawyer, came along and held the inquest. 
While it was in progress, friends of the de- 
ceased, who knew that be bad some money, 
and that he was in the habit of carrying it 
about with him, called attention 40 its disap- 
pearance, at which they naturally expressed 
some surprise. The women were questioned, 
and said there was nobody around but these 
three men. A policeman and tne Coroner's 
Constable and Deputy went out in search of 
them and found them near by busied in a dis- 
pute about the division of some money. They 
straightway laid hands upon them, brought 
them beck to the church, and searched 
them. Upon McHugh the found 
$260, upon J. I. Bennett $22.50, and 
upon the other Bennett $10 and a watch. The 
friends of the dead mav insisted that he had 
$350 with him, although the sum taken from 
the three men footed ub only $302.50, leaving a 
shortage of $47.50. In the amount, however, 
ef mav have been mistaken. 

e men were questioned about the affair, 
and admitted that they bad taken the money off 
the deceased, but said they did it simply for the 
purpdse of turning it over to the Coroner. 
They were afraid that if it were left on the body 
somebody might come along and gobble it, 
so they, as honest men, took charge of it 
far the purpose of turning it over to the proper 
authorities. This statement, which they will 
doubtiess make this morning when the case 
comes up for hearing at the North Side Police 
Court, wae naturally considered somewhat un- 
satisfactory by the Coroner’s officers, and the 
three men were taken over to the Chicago Ave- 
nue Station and locked up to await the action of 
Justice Kaufmann this morning. 

ihe Coroner was ioformed that while these 
three men were in the church with the body 
three ladies, passing by and looking in, saw 
them rifling the corpse and dividing the spoils 
among them. These lad:es went their way, 
however, and, in the confusion and excitement, 
no pains were taken to learn their names. Gen. 
Maun is anxious that they should report them- 
selves at his office, in order that they may be 
used as witnesses in the case against these in- 
dividuals.

A general discussion ensued, in the course of 
which Mr. Fairbank expressed the opinion that 
Joliet gravel made the best macadam, while Mr. 
Dexter cited the streets of Scotland, Italy, and 
France as examples of successful macadamizing. 

Mr. Charies Hitchcock favored rubble-stone, 
using broken limestone. 

Commissioner Cornell explained that, after 
the contractors had put in the macadam on 
the Grand Boulevard, they had used Joliet 
gravel with success, even on the parts already 
macadamized. 

N. B. Abbott, the patentee of a peculiar style 
of asphalt pavement, submittea an informal 
vroposition. He proposed to lay 400 feet of his 
pavement as an experimen- on the condition 
that the Board should sign an agreement to 
adopt his pavement as a whole in case the ex- 
periment proves successful. The cost of his 
pavement would be $1.50 per square yard. His 
method was to lay echt inches foundation of 
broken stone, roll with a ten-ton roller. The 
foundation is then coated with bot coal 
tar, paving-cement, and a layer of bituminous 
concrete not less than two and one-half inches 
thick wben rolled. His patent filling is then 
put on according to the peculiar process. The 
cost would be $5.50 per front foot on each side.

Manpison, Wis., Aug. 4.—The béautitul City 
of Madison has recently ec@uired, through the 
liberality of ex-Goy. C. C. Washburn, a fine 
Astronomical Observatory; and a short account 
of a visit there may be of interest to your read- 


ers. 

The institution referred to fs ea department of 
the University of Wisconsin, and stands in the 
grounds of the college. The location chosen is 
by far the best to be found in the vicinity of 
Madison. Passing up State street from the Cap- 
Hol, youarrive at the foot of the bill upon 
whose sides are erected the University build- 
ings. As the visitor enters the well kept grounds, 
he passes Science Hall at his. richt, and the

the “great gun“ of the institution. Those 
whose ideas of a tclescope are based upon spy- 
giasses have but a faint idea of the difficulties 
that surround the construction and mounting of 
such an instriment as this. To obtain the 
steadiness necessary for accuracy in measuring 
the heavens, the utmost care must be used jp 
the construction of every part. The rule of 
“Judge, average, guess, and allow,“ so often 
used about our public buildings, cannot de 
applied here; but each part must be as 
nearly perfect as buman skill can 


make it, for it is Intended for gauging work by 


the Great Architect, and that work is absolute 
perfection. Deep into the ground is sunk the 
pier of stone and brick to support the inatru- 
ment; and no part of the building is allowed to 


rest upon it, so that all jarring may be avoided. 
This pier terminates in a solid. stone cap, about 
four fect six inches by two feet six inches, at a 
bigut of twehty-five fect from the ground. A 
circular building, tuirty feet in diameter, en- 
tirely separated from .the rest of the edifice, 
surrounds this pier, and supports the movable 
dome which covers the telescope. 

The constraction of the dome of an observa- 
tory is 

I DIFFICULT TASK. 

It must be solidiy built, to withstand wind; 
and, at the same time, be easily turned. In the 
present instauce, the work has been so earef ne 
dome that the obstacles have been all removed. 
Upon the top of the circular brick wail, iron 
tracks are laid, and into the grooves fit 
iron wheel¢ attached to the dome. All 
the surfaces are dressed as carefully 
as for the carrving bed of the piston of a steam- 
engine; and the gearing by which the power 
Used to turn the dome is applied is cut, and 
each tooth is finished carefully,—the result 
being that, with but a trifling exertion, the ap- 
erture in the dome can be brougbt to any re- 
quired position. My astronomical readers, who 
have toiled till their arms and backs ached while 
turning slowly a badiy-coostructed dome over 
rough castings, will appreciate the advantage 
of this. The same care and fngenuity have 
been exercised in the construction of the shut- 
ters which cluse the opening in the dome. Au 
arrangement of pulleys and wire-ropes allows 
the shutters to be opened or closed at will, with 
but little labor.

These 
gentiemen are now recognized as the very best 
telescope-makers in the world, The have done 
more than any other living men to bri 
modern astronomical instruments to the 
present perfection; and their name is a guarap- 
tee that.the work is first-class. his iustru- 
ment is admitted by all to be fully up to their 
high standard, and its performance is exquisite. 

The object-elass is fifteen and one-half inches 
clear aperture, and twenty feet focal length. It 
is mounted in a tube built up, * boiler-fashion,”’ 
of steei plates; and departs from the conven- 
tional form of telescopes, by having its greatest 
diameter at the middle,—giving the instrument 
quite a peculiar appearance, but imparting al- 
wost periect rigicity tothe tube. The Messrs. 
Ciarke first applied this mode of construction to 
the great Washington telescope; and their suc- 
cess iu that case was so great that they now use 
u in all their large instruments.

powerful telescope, baving an aperture of three 
aud one-half inches, and a focal length of four 
feet ten inches. It is splendidly adjusted to its 
great companion,—never failing to point ac 
curately to the wished-for object. 

Tuis Observatory will shortiy possess an astro- 
nomical clock of the best make, two or three 
cbronometers, anda large travsit-instrument. 
Merz, an optician of Munich, bas loug enjoyed 
almost a monopoly in the construction of she 
last-named instruments, the construction of 
which is attended with peculiar difficulties; but 
Gov. Washburn is anxious that this shall be an 
American Observatory; and so the Messrs. Clark 
have the order, and are now eugaged in making 
it. It is altegether the largest transit-instra- 
ment ever made in this country; and doubtiess 
the European makers will be able to learu a 
great deal by examining this one when it is 
mounted on College Hill.

A 
metre (39.3 webes) is talked of as the diameter 
of the leus; aud even that will be exceeded if 
necessary,—it being the objectto give Prof 
Watson the use of the most powertu 
telescope ip the world. Twenty thousand dollars 
is asked for each disc of glass in the rough; but 
it is stated that the question of expense will not 
be considered when the coustruction is finally 
determived on.

MRS. STOWE AND LADY BYRON.

CMA, Ang. 5.— TA Trisune of this 
morning brings us the correspondence between 
Lady Byron and her sister-io-law, which seems 
to dispose of Mrs. Stowe’s theory of the Byron 
separation; and one feels, in advance, the stream 
of obloquy which is to be poured upon this 
lady.

I 
for one remember the sneers of the Pro-Slavery 
party of this country buried at Abolition 
through Lady Byron. 
Mrs. Stowe and her family were late converts 
to the Anti-Slavery cause, and brought into it 
the zeal of late converts. Mrs. Stowe, as the 
author of “ Uncle Tom's Cabin,” became its 
representative. As such, sue was received in 
England; and became intimately acquainted 
with Lady Byron, wuo requested a private inter-

THE MISSISSIPPI PLAN. 


An Independentis Account of the Yazoo 
Affair—A Story of Oppression in a Solid 
Southern State. 
Yazoo Crry,. Miss., 

the Vicksburg Herald: 1 have just read 

a copy of your paper of the 2th, and perceive 

that you do not understand the true state 

of affairs here. There is no race issue 
in this thing, as these sheets here would 
have you;believe. Fifty per cent of the white 
people, among them W per cent of the most 
respectable in the county, are Independents, 
among whom are many that are weil known in 
your city. It is true that the negroes were 
almost unanimous for the Indepeudents, and 
why? Because it is the only chance they have 

bad since 1875 to vote. a 
I was born and raised in your city, was there 

in the eventful city campaign of 1874. Dixon 

was there,—the boat baving stopped at his 
house on the river at night for the purpose of 
notifying and getting him to come Gown, which 
he did, leaving his wife aud bouse full 
of children, to fight race-issues. In the fall of 

1874 1 moved to Yazoo, and in September; 

1875, was again by his side to figit race- 

issues and carpet-baggers for Yazoo; and, were 

there anything like it here now, Dixon would be 
the first man to opbose it. ‘The Convention party 
here have done more by their abuse of Dixon to 
consvlidate the negroes for him than any other 
cause in the world. Dixou has had a s6tand- 
ing proposition, that, if they would pro- 
duce one man of any respectabilitv, white 
or black. to make allidayit that he had ever held 

a secret or night meeting, or used any argument 
ejudicial to white people, or ever made an in- 
ammatory speech, or likewise if any candidate 

ou the Independent ticket did any of these 

things, be woula withdraw from the canvass, 

Was not that much easier done than what they 

did, if their cause was just? 

Aud I am sorry to say that I believe that our 
Sheriff, H. L. Taylor, placed where. he is in 1875 
by Dixon, was aware of, and probably helped 
to plot, the whole thing. I have heen told that 
be refused the services of plenty of good ctti- 
zens, well armed, who voluuteered for the pur- 
pose of quelling the mob, and I am aware that 
he haa none of bis deputies out. The 
road from Benton to Yazoo City was am- 
bushed turee consecutive nights by Convention 
candidates and their friends, armed with «bot- 
guns, fur the purpose of killing Dixon and my- 
self as we returned to our homes from @Madi- 
sou County, where we had been to visit some 
friends. Capt. Heury Stubbiefield, the Conven- 
tion candidate for Sberiff,was at the bead of the 
mob, alter his brother had tried to murder Dixon 
four days before by striking bim from behind 
witha two-pound welgut, while he was hav- 
ing a fisticulf with avother mau. They speak 
of having merchants, farmers, and planters to 
compose their 300. It is true that there were 
a great many respectable men here that day: 
hat few of them, bowever, had anything to do 
with it, aud those who did were blind with 
prejudice and rage on account of lies mat had 
been told them by Couvention candidates and 
their friends. A great mavy were told that 
Dixon would be at Benton on that day with 
1,000 armed negroes, for the purpose of giving 
them all the tight they wanted. This and other 
falsehoods were sent secretly all over the 


county. The negroes of this county 
never were more quiet, peaceable, anda 
respectful, nor have they ever worked 


better than this year. I learned that most of 
the mob were men who had vot much to lose, 
and who did not care what might befall the 
country provided they could beat Dixon and 
elect themselves and friends. Every man 
on the Independent ticket Was & 
stanch and true Democrat, dad never 
known anything else, except Frank Stew- 
art, candidate for the Legislature, he 
being the only negro on the ticket, we having 
indorsed two of their Representatives. He 
has been a Democrat since 1875. The last 
ticket he voted was a Democratic one. More 
than that, he is one of our town Councilmen, 
nominated and elected ina ward of this city 
where the whites are about cighty ja the 
majority. Such, sir, is a true statement of 
affairs in Yazoo. I will be glad if you will 
give this a place in your valuable paper, as it 
has a large circulation in this county. Our 
patriotic papers bere are afraid to publish such 
articles as this for ‘ear it will ruin Democracy. 
They do not hestitate to publish anything that 
the other candidates tell them, though they be- 
lieve it to be a lie. Another. reason that I 
would have you publish this is that | would 
not have my iriends in your city think that 1 
would support anybody for ollice on a race 
ticket. 
Iwill further state that Dr. P. J. McCormack, 
who is Chairman of the Democratic Executive 
Committee of this county, and who was a 
member of that body iu 1877, vilified and 
abused H. L. Tavlor, who was the nominee 
for Sheriff in that year, accusing him of specu- 
lating in county Warrants, and denouncing 
bim as a thief because he was personally 
opposed te him, and tried to get Capt. 
Dixon to run independent against him. 
He consulted some of Dixon’s best friends, 
and tried to get them to use their influence to 
et him to run.

CLEAR THE TRACK. 

There is a little difliculty between the Chicago 
& Alton ana the various roads leaving East trom 
this city, about loading grain from the elevators 
on the line of the former. The business of the 
Chicago & Alton has very much increased dur- 
ing the last few months, and the managers of 
the road found they were greatly delayed and 
embarrassed in their regular passenger and 
freight business by the continued switching of 
grain cars to and from tbe elevators along its 
line. They have therefore notified the Eastern 


roads that they will vot permit their engines and 
cars upon the tracks of their road except betweea 
whe hours of 9 p. m. and 6 . m. This has 
made the Eastern roads mad, and they bave de- 
cided not to take orders for grain from the ele- 
vators on the Alton Road until the above order 
bas been rescinded, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing notice sent to Mr. Charles Randolph, 
Secretary of the Chicago of Trade: 

The Chicago & Alton Railroad Company hav- 
ing given notice to all Eastern lines that they will 
not permit their engines and cars upon the tracks 
of that Company, except between the hours of 
9 p. m. aud da. m., therefore we will feel obliged 
if you wil! notify the members of your Board that, 
until further notice, @ve shall be compelled to 
decline orders for gram upon the following 
elevators, viz. : ** National,” ** Union,” ‘* Chica- 
go & St. Louis, ** Neeley 4 Hambileton's, and 
the Danville ; also orders for property from 
pucking-hoases reached by the tracks of the Chi- 
cago & Alton Railroad Company.

After many years of travail, St. Louis is to have 
anew feeder, connecting us with lowa via river 
towns on the west side of the river. This is accom- 

lished by the completion of the St. Louis & 
Northwestern Raiiway extension from Clarksville to 
Dardenne an the St.Louis, Kansas City & Northera 
Road. Tus last rail was laid on Thursday., and 
trains over this channel of communication may be 
looked for early the coming week. 

This Company owns aud Operates a road begin- 
ning at Keokuk, Ia. (an enterprising, wide-awake 
city of about 20.000 inhabitants, ag everybody 
knows, in the southeastern corner of lowa, on the 
Mississippi River, atthe foot of the great Govern- 
ment canal 1 and, unt the present additional 
track was laid. termmated at Lovisiana in this 
State. Here st was made with a branch 
of the Chicago & Alton tailroad. thus enabling it to 
secure communication with this city, although it 
was done ma rouudateut way and at a ruinous 
cost to the carrier by uson of the double bridge- 
charges, one here and4@he other at Louisiana.

Finally, the new road, or as it is better 
known, The Keokuk & St. Louis Line, comes 
to our door without askme or receiving one dollar 
of assistance from us, uad. with a splendid trade 
at ite back, asks fora fair share of the patronage 
of our merchants and shippers. The office of tue 
new line has been atready opened at 404 Pine 
street, and placed in charge of Mr. A. Kellogg, 
who has for some time been connected with the 
road as contracting agent. 


IWA RAILROADS. 

Specia! Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Des Moines, Aug. 4,—It is safe to say that 
wherever the Chicago & Northwestern goes in 
fowa or the Northwest, even, the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul will de there or there- 
abouts.

PITTSBURG & LAKE ERIE.

How far the United 
States Court will recognize this injunction or its 
authority remains to be seen. The people are 
anxious that the case be settled, as it costs too 
much for litigation.

LOCAL POLITICS.

This done, however great the 
influx of persons from the infected district, he 
has no apprehension of a single resident having 
the fever. 
THE HYDE PARK ORDINANUVE. 

Yesterday morning H. T. Weeks, who {fs in- 
terested io the contract for removing dead anl- 
mals from the streets, had a lengthy confer- 
ende with the Health Commissioner in reference 
to the ordmauce of the Hyde Park authorities 
prohibiting the taking of tue animals through 
that village tothe rendering establishment in 
indiana. Opinions were exchanged on ‘the im- 
portant question, and the legality of the ordi- 
nance was discussed, but,peither being lawyers, 
they agreed to hold a further caucus late in the 
afternoon and call in someattoroeys. The Doc- 
tor invited City-Attorney Grinnell, and Mr. 
Weeks called in Messrs. High and Kretzinger, 
and a very private meeting was held. The 
legality of the ordinance was discussed, as was 
also how best to test it. Mr. Weeks’ attorneys 
insisted that it was illegal, and suggested that 
the City of Chicago commence proceedings to 
test it, holding that the contractors 
could do nothing for the want of 
power in the premises, and for 
the further reason that, as soon as a case was 
brought against Hyde Park, all the villages 
along the line would adopt similar ordinances, 
and there would be no end to the trouble. Mr. 
Grindell was asked for an opinion as to whether 
there would be any legal objections on the part 
of the city to such a suit being brought in the 
city’s name, but he could not give au answer at 
once, but promised to consult with the Mayor 
and answer to-day. The question is a very im- 
portant one to the city; for without some su‘ h 
outiet the probabilities are that the offensive 
rendering establishments which have been a 
source of arnoyance for years will again have 
to be resorted to, so the probabilities are that an 
effort will at once be made to enjoin the en- 
forcement of the ordinance, and, following this, 
suit will be commenced to test its legality. 

MONTHLY MORTUARY REPORT. 

The Health Commissioner prepared his July 
report yesterday. It shows the total number of 
deaths to have been 1,004 against 689 for the 
preceding month, and 1,067 for the same month 
a year ago. The principal causes of death were: 
Cholera-iufantum, 252; . convulsions, 119; diar- 
rhea, 86: enteritis, 36; entero-colitis, 30; scar- 
let-fever, 31; diphtheria, 26; gastro-euteritis, 17; 
inflammation of the brain, 15; drowning, 13: 
apopiexy, 9; cholera-morbus, 8; railroad acci- 
dents, 6; shooting, 5; epfſepsy, 3; and dyspep- 
sia, I. The number under 1 year of age were 
568, and under 5 Fears, 763. Between 
10 and 20 there were 31 deaths; 20 
and 30, 46; 30 and 40, 67; 40 and 50, 48: 
50 and 60, 37; 60 ahd 70. 26; 70 and 
80, 24; 80 and 90, 11; and 90 and 100,1. Of the 
eutire number, 572 were miles and 522 females; 
married, 162; widows, 29; widowers, 11; and 
single, 892. The deaths §y‘wards were as fol- 
lows: First, 10; Second, 85; Third, 17; Fourth, 
45: Fifth, 94; Sixth, 115; Seventh, 69; Eighth, 
62; Ninth, 25; Tenth, 25; Bieventh, 28; Twelfth, 
38; Thirteenth, 39; Fourteenth, 147; Fifteenth, 
69; Sixteenth, 80; Sevenigenth, 66; and Eight- 
eenth, 25. 2 

BRIDGERORT. 

The Secretary of the Citizens’ Association had 
a conference with the Heaith Commissioner yes- 
terday morning in reference to the Bridgeport 
stinks. He — „ that “everything was all 
richt until after 12 o’clock, when the odors were 
unendurable, and, although he could not locate 
the establishment from wriich the stench pro- 
ceeded, the result ef the fifterview was that an 
order was made instructing the Health Officer 
for that locality. to remain on duty from 5 
o'clock in the afternoon until the same hour the 
next morning. Heretofore the officer has quit 
his scenting observations: at midnight, and it is 
claimed that after that hour some of the stink 
factories have been blowing off their tanks or 
vats; hence the stench. The new order goes 
into effect at once, and the sufferers will note 
the result with the greatest interest. 

If a petition tiled with’ the Health Depart- 
ment yesterday reoresents the true status of the 
case, Ho) ue avenue, between Hubbard and Iu- 
diana streets, is supplied with the concen- 
trated extract of yellow-fever.’’ The petition 
was quite numerousiy signed, and the burden 
of the complaint was thatan old factory in that 
vicinity was being made the rendezvous for 
nigbt-carts, much to the annovance of the 
neighborhood. The Commissioner promised to 
see to it at once. 

SEWER CONNECTIONS. 

Justice Walsh yesterday dismissed a number 
of suits brought by the city to compel persons 
to put in sewers or drains for their houses. Ihe 
suits were brought against the owners of the 
houses,—they being on leased ground,—and in 
dismissing them the reasou is said to have been 
given that they should have been brought 
avainst the owners of the lots. The Health De- 
partment takes issue with the Justice as to 
what the law is, and thinks it bas the best of it. 


SEWAGE. 


Dr. De Wolf was questioned yesterday regard- 
ing the petition to tne Council urging that body 
to utilize the citv sewage by reducing it to fertil- 
sing material.

SUICIDE. 

THE DECEASED KINDLY LEAVES HIS REASONS. 

“One more unfortunate,’’—only it’s a map.

The 
body was taken to the Morgue and turned over 
to Superintendent William McKenney, who 
took his description, as follows: Age, about 45;

THE CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT

Cetywayo’s Kraal Burned._Zulus Sur- 
rendering---The War Considered 
at an End. . 


Urtext, July 4.—At daybreak this morning 
the Flying. Column and the Second Division 
crossed the White Umvolosi. The First Battalion 
of the ‘l wenty-fourth Regiment remained bebind 
in laager. Col. Butler's admirable and dashing 
reconuoissance yesterday drew out the Zulus in 
full force, and made patent the fact that they 
intended to fight for the advance in the open 
grogod between the river and Ulundi. Lord 
Chelmsford accordingly determined to meet 


tem and hazard a fair fight on open ground. 


This resolution showed great resolution and de- 
cision. The troops proved more steady on this 
occasion than they have ever been iu laager, and 
the effect of adefeat in open ground will be 
greater on the Zulus than any repuise from in- 
trenchments. ; 

With the exception of the ammunition and 
‘water carts, no vehicles accompaned the exve- 
dition. On the first clear ground we came to, 
the order was given to form a hollow square, 
with the Flying Column in the front, and the 
Second Division in the rear. The disposition 
of 

THE TROOPS AND GUNS 

‘was as follows: Un the first face. five companies 
of the Eightieth Regiment, under Maj. Tucker, 
with two Gatling guns, under Maj. Owen, in 
their centre. On the right flank, two sevea- 
pounders of Maj. Tremiett’s batters, under 
Lieut. Davidson, and seven compauies of the 
Thirteenth Regiment, under Maj. England, di- 
vided by two more of Maj. Tremlett’s guns, 
under Capt. Brown and Lieut. Siade, and one 
nine-pounder of Maj. Le Grice’s battery, under 
Lieut. Crookenden, dividing four companies of 
the Fifty-eichth Regiment, under Col. White- 
head. On the rear face, one gun of Maj. Le 
Grice’s battery, two companies of the Twenty-first 
Regiment, under Maj. Hazlerig. and three com- 
panies of the Ninety-fourth Regiment. under 
Col. Malthus. On the west flank, the remaitn- 
ing three companies of the Ninety-fourth Reg- 
iment, two seven-pouncers of Maj. Harness’ 
Battery, under Lieut. Parsons, eigbt companies 
of the Ninetieth Regiment, under Maj. Rogers, 
and two guns of Maj. Le Grice’s, temporarily 
attached to Maj. Harness’ Battery, under Lieut. 
Elliott. Inside the square were two companies 
of Engineers, with some Native Pioneers at- 
tached, under Maj. John Chard and Capt. 
Anesly, reserves of the different regiments, the 
ammunition-carts, water-carts, stretchers and 
ambulance-wagons, bearers, and the Native 
Contingent, under Maj. Bengough. Col. Bul- 
Jer’s Cavalry were scattered in front and on the 
flanks; and twosquadrons of Lancers, under 
Col. Drury Lowe, with Capt. Shepstone’s Basu- 
tos, formed the rear guard. Thus the columns 
moved forward. 


On crossing the river 
A SMALL BODY OF ZULUS 


‘were descried ling our movements from a 
hill ou the left. For a while they were the oniy 


the.t 
rst kraal, Umlambo Bogt- 
vemmo, others appeared at different points in 
the same direction. After firing the kraal, the 


square moved forward again, and passed Unod- 


wengo, the great krual of the late King Panda. 
This was also set fire to by some of our cavairy; 
but, as the smoke arising from the burning of 
such a number of huts would have probably con- 
cealed the movements of the enemy, the fire was 
suppressed. 

The Zulus meanwhile began to show in great 
numbers along the sky to the left. Many were 
descending towards the plain in column and 
companies, with skirmisbers in advance. Col- 
umns could also be seen issuing from Ulundi, 
a little farther on. The square wheeled to the 
right, and in a few minutes took up an excellent 
position, which Col. Buller, with advance 
cavalry. had noticed and pointed out to Lord 
Chelmsford. Unodwengo, now on our left, lay 
almost ip a line with the laager, and Ulundi on 
our right front. Soon after we settled, the 
cavalry, reconnoitering on the leit flank, opened 
fire on some of the enemy hidden from our 
view by a rise in the ground. Almost simul- 
taneously, Capt. Shepstone’s Basutos com- 
merced a hot skirmish on the left of Unodwengo 


In both cases Our men were soon in retreat, 
‘and, as they fell back, 
GREAT NUMBERS OF THE ZULUS 


swarmed over the ridges. Soon the mounted 
men on all sides were engaged, firing as they 
retreated towards the square, the lines of which 
were now open to receive them. ‘The men then 
e up, and the artillery opened fire. Al- 
though the gunners made excellent practice, 
the Zulus advanced without any perceptible de- 
crease in pace, their attack developing itself 
with wonderful rapidity. A few minutes be- 
sore, but a few Zulus were to be seen towards 
Ulundi; now thousands upon thousands, shout- 
ing war-cries, were seen sweeping round the 
square. Shells from right and left were speed- 
liy followed by firiug from the frout rauks of 
infantry op the same faces, and. as the cn- 

emy approached, vollev-Hring commenced on 
all sides. At length these were * — sur- 
rounded. and the attack was finally developed. 

The principal effort was evidently to be made 
from our rear, over the rising ground from 
which Capt. Sheostone’s Basutos had been 
driven. The Zulus, swarming in continuous 
stream, crossed the left flank, partiaily under 
cover of Unodwengo kraal, and, passing the 
onen ground between, which appeared black 
with them, formed a hollow square, and 

WITH A MAGNIFICENT RUSH 

came in dense masses straight for the right rear 
corner of the square. The Roval Engineers, 
with the adjoining companies of the Fifty-eighth 
and Nincty-fourth, were as steady as rocks. The~ 
attack was directed particularly against the

bnt this was less than the numbers killed by 
the cavalry and artillery. The victory was com- 
plete, and Cetywayo’s power is broken most 
satisfactorily. ‘The British soldiers showed to 
the best advantage, proving to the Zulus that 
we can fight openly. as well as in laager. 

After attending to the wounded, the column 
advanced to eupport the cavalry, and burnt 
Ulundi, Undalakonombi. Ukage, and a couple 
of kraals. Ulundi is situated on the spur of a 
range of hills, containing several thousand buts. 
The two seven-pounders taken at Isandlana 
were found. Everything of value had been re- 
moved to Amanzekanza, a new kraal built by 
the King when the war broke out, and situated 
fiiteen miles north of Ulundi, in the fork made 
by the junction of the White and Black Um- 
volosi Rivers. The country between Ulundi 
and this kraal is rep-rted as very broken, with 
heavy bush. ‘The actual approach to the kraal 
lies through a jong, narrow ravine. The Zulus 
think this stronghold impregvable,—their faith 
in its strength being indicated byits name, 
which means, Come if you dare.” In the 
afternoon the troops marched .back to laager, 
burning Unodwengo kraal. 

Lord Chelmeford has accomplished his aim. 
With the burning of Ulundi 

THE WAR HAS REACHED ITS CLIMAX, 


and we are enabied, if we choose, to desist from 
further active operations. The question 
whether Cetywayo surrenders or not is of but 
little importance. We can place Oham in pos- 
session of all the lower half, which, as regards 
grazing land and fertility, is by far the more 
desirabie half of Zululand, and interpose be- 
tween Natal and Cetywayo’s people a complete 
bulwark. Oham, assured of a little assistance 
and scoport for the tirst few vears of bis reign, 
will soon be able to defend himself, strength- 
ened unoubtediy by desertions from Cety- 
wayo’s cause. If necessary, the Zulu emigrants 
from Natal could be encouraged to return 
to their own country. Under Ohem’s rule they 
would be exempt from the militarv oppression 
and cruelties which caused them to fly from Ce- 
tywa\o. If we continue the war, we enter upon 
an arduous and fruitless task; for beyond 
Ulandi there is a wilderness, in which the diffi- 
culties of moving troops would be greater than 
anvihing experienced; and, should, a pursuit of 
Cptewayo be decided upon, difficult bush-fight- 
ing is certain. 
SURRENDER OF ZULUS. 


DuRNFORD, July 7.—The following chiefs, with 
followers, have surrendered: Mabelwana, Many- 
onvo, Dambtyo, Umnotso, Hlankete, Kima, 
Habanda. Men, principally young warriors, 
whose parents awaited their return to the 
Kine’s kraal before submitting. Women and 


children, 12,000 ; men, 340; cattle, 
1,327, of which 111 belong to 
the King. A formal parade was ordered 


for the purpose of making the ceremony impos- 
ing. The General addressed the Indunas, say- 
ing that owing to their speedv submission the 
cattle would be restored, leave given them to 
return to their kraals, and their property. pro- 
tected. They bad acted bravely in trying to obey 
the King, and deserved praise; but, pow they 
were beaten, with no hope left, they must sub- 
mit ordie. Ue preferred them to be friends 
than enemies. As a sign of submission they 
must disarm. Hereupon fifty old guns of vari- 
ous descriptions and seventv-eigbt assegais were 
delivered. A Royal salute finished the cere- 
mony. The difficulty is to feed the prisoners. 
many inquiring of Mr. Dunn where food may 
be found. Three hundred and twenty-three 
huts have been destroyed with Amagwani’s 
kraal, the chief military kraal in this district. 
FROM LORD CHELMSFORD. 

The following bas been forwarded to us from 
the War Office: 

From Maj.-Gen. the Hon. H. Clifford to the Ser- 
retary of Stale for War—S8r. Vincent, July 23. 
—following received from Chelmsford: “Cety- 
wayo not having complied with my demands by 
noon yesterday, July 3, and baving fired heavily 
on the troops at water, I returned the 114 cattle 
he had sent in, and ordered a reconnoissance to 
be de by the mounted force under Col. Bul- 
er. his was effectually made, and ca the 
Zulu army to advance and show itae This 
morning a force under My command, sisting 
of the Second Division, under Maj.-Gen. Newdi- 
gate, numbering 1,870 Euroveans, 530 natives, 
and eight guns, and the flying column under 
Brig.-Gen. Wood, numbermg 2,192 Europeans 
and 573 natives, four guns and two Gatlings, 
crossed the Umvolosi River at 6:15, and, march-

excellent position between Usodwengo and 
Ulundi about balf-past 8. This had been ob- 
served by Col. Buller the day before. Our for- 
tified camp on the right bank of the Umvolosi 
was left with a garrison of about 900 Europeans, 
250 natives, and one Gatling. gun, under Col. 
Bellairs. Soon after half-past 7 the Zulu army 
was seen leaving its bivoucs and advancing on 
every side. ‘The engagement was shortly after- 
wards commenced by the mounted men. By 9 
o’clock the attack was fully developed. At 
half-past 9 the enemy wavered. ‘The Seven- 
teenth Lancers, followed by the remainder of 
the mounted men, attacked them, and 
A GENERAL ROUT ENSUED. 

The prisoners state that Cetywayo was pcrson- 
ally commandmg, and had made all the arrange- 
ments himself, and that he witnessed the fight 
from Lickasi kraal, and that twelve regiments 
took part in it. If 80, 20,000 men attacked us. 
It is impossible to estimate with any correctness 


the Joss of the enemy, owing to _ the 
extent of the country over which they 
attacked and retreated; but it could 


not have been less, I consider, than 1,000 killed. 
By noon Ulundi was in flames, and during the 
day all the military kraals of the Zulu army and 
in the Valley of the Umvolosi were destroyed. 
At 2 p. m. the return march to the camp of the 
column commenced. ‘The bebavior of the troops 
under my command was extremely satisfactorv. 
Their steadiness under a complete belt of fire 
was remarkable. The dash and enterprise of the 
mounted branches were ali that could be wished, 
and the fire of the artillery very good. A _ por- 
tion of the Zulu forces appruached our fortified 
camp, and at one time threatened to attack it. 
The Native Contingent forming a part of thé 
garrison were sent out after the action and as- 
sisted in pursuit. As I have fully accomplished 
the object for which I advanced, I consider I shall 
now be best carrying out Sir G. Wolseles's in- 
structions by moving at once to Eulongamite, 
and thence towards Kamacuasa. 1 shail send 
back a portion of this force with the empty 
wagons for supplies which are now ready at Fort 
Marshall.“ 
FROM SIR GARNET WOLSELEY. 

Port Donxronp, July 8.—Have halted Marine 
Battalion at the Cape, and all other reimforce- 
ments here, Durban, as I believe the war to be 
over. Do not send out apy more menor sup- 
piies until you hear from me. Let me know 
the order in which regiments should be sent 
home. ope to be able greatly to reduce daily 
expenditure here verw soon. Expect to meet 
the great Zulu Chief about the 16th inst., and 
discuss terms of peace.

Large berd of oxen, 500 cattle. seen about five 
miles off, in charge of armed

returved to camp at dusk. Thisis one of the 
most important military kraals.

EQUALIZING ELECTRICITY. 


International Telegraph Conferenceg-A Word 
May Contain Fifteen Letters—Five Figures 
to Count as One Word, 

London Times, July 24. 

The labors of the International Telegraph 
Conference have at last been brought to a close, 
and the delegates have left London on a tour of 
visits to the great industries of Lancashire and 
Scotland. The conclusions at which they have 
arrived, and which, in order that they may re- 
ceive the formal approval of the various Gov- 
ernments concerned, are not intended to be 
acted upon until April, 1880, will not be official- 
ly made known until the aforesaid approval bas 
been formally bestowed; but in the meantime 
it is permitted us to anticipate some of the prin- 
cipal changes which have been recomended. 
The Conference has adopted the plan which, 
on a former occasion, we described as the most 
reasonable, and bas decided that the tariff 
for messages shalt be a word tariff, with 
the addition of a fixed sum or con- 
stant, equal to the charge for five words, 
for the use of the wires. In Europe the length 
of a word is fixed at fifteen letters, and beyond 
Europe at ten /etters. Words separated by 
hyphens or apostrophes are counted separately, 
but in extra-European messages hyphens may 
be omitted by the seuder, although no other de- 
parture from ordinary spelling—no contrac- 
tions. for example—are admissable. Within the 
limits of n are counted as one 
word [the Western Union Telegraph Company 
outrageously connts one figure as a word, and 
charges a word for it], and anv excess over five 
or some multiple of five is also counted as a 
word; while beyond Europe three figures are 
reckoned instead of five. It follows that the 
word “understanding,” for example, which 
contains thirteen letters, would be charged as 
one word within the limits of Europe and as two 
words beyond them. The date of the year, con- 
taining four figures, would be one word in 
Europe and two beyond: and such a compound 
as Alx la-Chapelle, which would be counted as 
three words in Europe, might be reduced to two 
words, on extra-European lines, by the omission 
of the hyphens.

On the whole, there- 
fore, there can be little doubt that merchants 
will profit considerably by the new regulations;

to the intersts of the companies. 

A number of new regulations, or of modifica- 
tions of former regulations, have been suggest- 
ed by the Conference as results of the discovery 
of certain points of friction between the tele- 
grapbic executive and the public: and some of 
these point to the exercise, in time past, of a 
good deal of curiously perverted ingenuity on 
the part of senders of messages; often, as it 
would seem, directed to the attainment of some 
very inadequate return. Thus it has been 
found necessary to define code language as con- 
sisting of wo each of which has a definite 
meaning of its own, although they may be so 
combined as not to form any phrase or sentence 
which will be futelligible to persons who do not 
possess the key. This provision seems intended 
to guard against the use of so-called words 
coined by the sender, each syilable of which 
may represent an entire word, and the whole 
an entire sentence, to a previously-instructed 
recipient. In the same way proper names are 
excluded from code language, except as used in 
their obvious sigvification; as otherwise any 
prohibited combination of syllables might be 


stateu to be a proper name There 
is also a provision that everv 
message should have an address 


of at least two words—one the name of the recip- 
ient, and the other the name of the receiving 
office—in addition to its text; and this is 
leveled against a curious abuse which crept in- 
to existence when the American cables were 
competing. It then became a custom for send- 
ers to dispatch a message to person and place 
only—as to Jones. New York—without any text 
at all; the mere fact of the arrival of the tele- 
gram carrying a prearranged meaning, and the 
wires being used without aov adequate return 
to their proprietors. Some of the contrivances 
adopted by merchants have been sanctioned, so 
as to avoid disputes; aud one example of this is 
that telegrams need no longer be signed, the 
last word of each message being accepted, in 
lieu of a signatore,as the character by which the 
message is to be identified in official communi- 
cations with regard toit. Under therule which 
required messages to be signed, whenever the 
signature would bave 80 increased the length 
as to involve an additional payment. merchants 
were accustumed to declare that the last 


word was a code“ signature; aud it 
was difficult to disprove the assertion, 
Rowever little it might be be- 


lieved. With increments of charge by every ten 
words this question onlv arose occasionally, but 
it is manifest that with au increment for everv 
word it would arise in every message: so that 
there can be no aoubt of the wisdom of the Con- 
ference in surrendering the demand for a signa- 
ture, and thus remoying a perpetual cause of 
disagreement. The order of trausmission of 
messages is laid down as by previous confer- 
ences, messages between Governments having 
priority over all others, then messages on the 
service of the iines, then private messages 
marked urgent.“ and lastly private messages 
of the ordivary kind. The private messages 
marked urgent“ are to be charged, as at pres- 
1 triple the ordinary rates; and each country 
is left at liberty to recognize “urgency” or 
not, as its administration may see fit. o En- 
gland and Inaia urgency is not recognized; but 
the privilege of prioritv is given upon the con- 
tinent of Europe, and it is remarkable that the 
triple rate is paid upon nearly every Stock Ex- 
change message between Paris and Berlin. This 
seems to show that a high telecraphic tariff is 
vot quite so prohibitory as some of our corre- 
spondents would lately have led us to believe. 

A very important recommendation of the Con- 
ference relates to the responsibility of the con- 
tracting Powers for the safety of the wires and 
submarine cables in their respective territories: 
and it is much to be wished that this could de 
carried still further, 60 as to provide for the 
neutralization of international wires in time of 
war. The power rapidly to exchange messages 
and replies not only with every European coun- 
try, but with almost every part of the globe, 
implies the existence of an organism which has 
been built up, noiselessly indeed, but with in- 
unit skill, judgment, and tact. ‘he union in a 
convention of countries differently governed, 
and often divided by jealousies and antipathies, 
has not been easily effected; and although the 
achievement has been brought about by those 
who scarcely take rank as statesmen, it may 
fairly be said that the world has seen few bigher 
examples of successful statesmanship.

Mess pork closed 7}¢@10c per 
bri higher, at $8.273¢ seller August, and 88.30 
for September. Lard closed 2% per 100 lbs 
higher, at $5.524¢ seller Aucust, and $5.55 for 
September. Sbort ribs closed 5e leber, at 
$4.20@4.223¢ ver 100 Ibs seller September. 
Spring wheat closed 35 He lower, at Se spot, 
and 86ic seller September. Winter wheat 
closed nominally steady, at 94e for No. 2 red. 
Corn closed the same as Monday, at 339¢c for 
August, and 84e for September. Oats closed 
e higher, at 23%{@283)c seller the month and 
cash. Rye was lower, closing at 50c spot or 
August. Barley was sominally lower at 7c 
sellers for September. logs were dull, and 
closed weak at 5@10c decline, at 83.0078. 68 for 
heavy, and $3,60@8.75 for light. Cattle were 
quiet and unchanged, with sales at 81.7504. 80. 

Wheat was excited early by reports of wet 
weather in England, and violently depressed a 
few minutes before 10 o’clock by the posting of 
Beerbohm’s dispatch to the effect that the 
wosther in England was favorable to the grow- 
ing crops. A good many people com plained 
that the dispatch was not posted earlier, and 
some of them thought there was method ” ip 
the delay. It seems, however, that Beerbohm’s 
news is scarcely entitled to be called news (we 
mean inthis case). A dispatch received by Alex- 
ander Geddes noted unfavorable weather, with 
bigh bids for wheat, and it was accom panied 
by orders to buy bere. Robe! Warren, now 
in England, telegraphed bis partner, Mr. Milne, 
that the weather in England was bad. Those 
who knew of these and other telegraphic ad- 
vices from parties who are vitally interested in 
the situation would scarcely have thought it 
worth while to complain if Beerbohm's telegram 
had not been posted at all. 

We note, too, that the dispatch of Monday 
reporting a very damaging storm in England 
arrived almost simultaneously with an order 
from one of the largest flour bouses there re 
ducing limita by 6d. Another radical disagree- 
ment! 

The strength in provisions was due to the fact 
of a small supply of hogs at the Stock-Tards, 
which means little new staff being turned out. 
and a further decrease in our stocks, with rather 
free shipments. 

Jobbers of domestic and foreign dry goods 
vad nothing new to report. A continued fair 
mail-order demand is noted, and in that way the 
volume of sales reaches respectable propor- 
tions. Very few buyers are present in person. 
Groceries continue m good demand, and the 
firm feeling hitherto voted is still apparent. 
There was a elichtly-mereased inquiry for boots 
and shoes, and an early opening of the sutame 
trade is predicted by jobbers. Prices remain 
very firm. Nothing new was reported by deal- 
ers in foreign and domestic dried fruits, trade 
contipuing fair, with prices firm for most de- 
scriptions. Fish were quoted as before. Inthe 
butter market there was little change. Fine 
grades remain firm under light supolies. Cheese 
was dull and weak, with sales of full creams 
chiefly at 544@5%c. The oil trade was quiet at 
steady ficures. No price-chapges were noted in 
leather, bagging, tobacco, coal, and wood. 

The cargo lumber market was rather auiet 
and steady. ‘The offerings were moderate, and 
desirable stuff sold promotly. Piece-stuff and 
the higher grades of lumber, Jath, and shingles 
were quoted firm. The yard sales reached a fair 
aguvregate, and prices were steady, sellers being 
more disposed than hitherto to follow closely the 
published price-liste. The hardware merchants 
report a promising outlook for the fall, and a 
stronger tone, some articles having already 
risen in value in sympathy with ſrou. The sales 
of wool, broom-corn, and hides continue light, 
but the stocks are not large, and dealers expect. 
more busivess in the early fall. Seeds were 
somewhat steadier yesterday, being less plenty, 
and buyers showed more willingness to pur- 
chase. Poultry, ergs, and potatoes were un- 
changed. Green fruits were in good request 
anq easy. 

The revival of the tron trade fs expected to 
have a salutary effect on the lake marine. The 
demand for ore vessels for some weeks past bas 
been drawing schooners from the grain fleet.

Just adout 5,000,000 bu in wheat and flour 
left our seaboard for Europe last week. This 
is au enormous outward movement, and the 
bears here think it is too big, if repeated, to 
permit the sustaining of prices on the other 
side, as the rate of supply exceeds the average 
weekly requirement estimated by those who 
have pamed the biggest figures as the deficiency 
of Europe this year. But the people on the 
other side do not appear to be alarmed at the 
prospect, except as New York advices cause 
depression. One house alone in thie city re- 
ceived and filled orders for four cargoes ol 
wheat. three of which were for No. 2. 

A typographical error made us say that lard 
closed Monday night at $5.50. It should have 
been $5.55 for September. 

The latest report is that the farmers in Min- 
nesota have been harvesting their wheat by 
moonlight, the days not being long enough for 
that purpose.

THE OGARITA SUNK.

Detroit, Mich., Ang. 5.—Early this morning 
the schr Ogarita, consort of the steam - barge James 
Davidson, was run into in the St. Clair Pilate
